Annual Report of the School Board 


Or THE Town OF SouTtH NEWMARKET FOR THE YEAR 1888-89. 


The retiring member of the School Board now writes his 
eighth annual report. 

The annual school meeting was held at the Town Hall, 
March 17, 1888, at scven o’clock in’ the evening.  H. 
Jenness Paul was chosen moderator, and Edward J. Beal, 
clerk. Augustus W. Richards was elected on the School 
Board to serve three years. Samuel KE. Williams was chosen 
auditor. It was 

Votrep That the sum of $250 00 be raised and appro- 
priated for the purpose of painting the school buildings in 
the district. The School Board were chosen a committee 
on painting the school buildings. 

' Vorrep That the School Board shalt be paid twenty-five 
cepts per hour while engaged in district business. 
ORGANIZATION. 


The School Board met in the Grammar School Room, 
March 20, 1888. Organized by choosing J. H. Fitts, chair- 
man; A. W. Richards, secretary; A. J. Neale, Treasurer. 

Sub-committees: J. H. Fitts on superintendance, school 
books and annual report; A. J. Neale on finance, repairs, 
fuel and school supplies ; A. J. Richards on Piscassie school. 

VorEep To employ the same teachers and to pay the same 
wages as last year.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


In accordance with the vote at the annual school meeting, 
your committee purchased the materials and secured the 
services of Mr. Joseph Watson in painting the several 
school buildings in town. We believe the work has been 
done in a business-like and tasteful manner. The expense 
has not quite equalled the appropriation. 

The fences around the centre school lot sadly needed re- 
pair. It was found that John and Mary Brodhead, May 24, 
1825, quit claim to Hall J. Jenness, Charles Lane and Henry 
Wiggin, a committee of Newfields school district, about 
three quarters of an acre of land with the buildings thereon, 
—‘‘said buildings were built and occupied for an academy ; 
said schooi district to support the fence round said land.” 
It was also found that in 1864 the district voted to build a 
tight fence six feet high and of the best materials on their lot. 
Josiah S. Clark, committee of the district, purchased lumber 


of Samuel Neal and posts of John F. Fowler, and built the 


fence. Your committee regard these transactions as show- 
ing that the fencing of the school lot falls to the district. 
The fences have been repaired at an expense a little exceed- 
ing the five per cent of the school money allowed by law for 
necessary repairs. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


The text books now sanctioned in our schools are Har- 
rington’s speller. Lippincott’s readers, Swinton’s grammar, 
Eclectic geographies, Colburn’s, White’s, and Fish-Robin- 
son’s arithmetics, Harper’s penmanship, Barnes’ & Swinton’s 
histories, Meserve’s book-keeping and _ political economy, 
Hutchinson’s physiology, Wenthworth’s algebra and geome- 


try, Norton’s natural philosophy, Lockwood’s rhetoric, 


Allen & Greenough’s latin grammar, Jones’ latin reader, 
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Houghton’s political map of the United States has been fur- 
nished the grammar school; Edwards’ and Hutchins’ lan- 
guage chart and maps of the United States and of Rocking- 
ham County have been placed in the primary se ool; and 
McGuffy’s reading charts put in the Piscassic school. 


TEACHERS AND SCHOLARS. 


Our schools’ opened with the same teachers as at the close 
of last year, though some were changed in position. Mr. 
Richards in the Grammer school and Miss Hobbs in the Pri- 
mary school have carried their respective charges through 
the year with their accustomed fidelity and success. Miss 
Kelley was transferred to the Intermediate school and has 
shown herself to be the right teacher in the right place. 
Miss Peabody entered the school at Piscassie to find her 
work pleasant to herself and satisfactory to the district. 
At the close of the first term she resigned her position and 
was succeeded by Miss Barber who has labored most faith- 
fully and to the enthusiastic delight of the neighborhood. 
In all our schools the closing examinations have proved 
eminently satisfactory. Mutual regard of teachers and 
pupils has appeared in the interchange of cards, valentines ! 
prizes and presents. 

No prevailing sickness has broken in upon the work of 
the school year, and the weather and traveling have been re- 
markably fine. Mabel A. Conner died April 19,1888. The 
scholars generally attended the funeral, and the Intermed- 
iate school furnished flowers. 

The percentage of daily attendance in our schools for the 
year has been .9114, which exceeds even that, of last year. 
The Intermediate school now has the banner.

GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The enumeration by the Selectmen of the school children 
in town between the ages of five and fifteen years gives us 
123 scholars—-61 boys, 62 girls. The whole number of 
different scholars entered upon our school registers, from 
four years of age and upward, attending school not less than 
two weeks is 156—boys 80, girls 76. The average number 
of pupils belonging to the schools in town is 127. The 
average daily attendance has been 116. The percentage 
of daily attendance has been .9114. The number of pupils 
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under six years of age is 13; over 16, 12; between six and 
sixteen, 131. The number of scholars in town studying 
reading is 156; spelling, 156; penmanship, 1233; arithme- 
tic, 186; geography, 83; grammar, 63; United States 
history, 46 ; composition, 45; physiology, 19; book-keeping, 
23; algebra, 18; ancient history, 12; geometry, 4; nat- 
ural philosophy, 3; rhetoric, 3; latin, 8. The largest num- 
ber of pupils in any school is 52, ahd the smallest number 
is 30. Eight scholars from other towns have attended 
school with us and seven of our pupils have attended school 
elsewhere. Visits by Superintendant, 39; by other mem- 
bers of the school board, 8; by parents and friends, 213; 
total, 260. Closing examinations, 12; school houses, 3, 
schools, 4; teachers, 5.
